Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed affplicant's Draft Amendment FAX'ed April 28, 2004. 
Examiner indicated that the amendment to the specification would overcome the new matter objection. Similarily, it 
appears that applicant has overcome the first and second paragraph, 112, rejections applied against the claims in the 
Draft Amendment. As to the art rejections against the claims, the examiner noted that the claims do not define over the 
applied prior art. For example, the examiner noted that Laing shows a "first portion" of sheet metal strip in Figure 2 
being formed with a U-shape and a "second portion" in Figure 4 being formed with a C-shape. This is a successive 
operation that forms the first and second portions. Applicant indicated the claims would be further amended to bring 
out that the final product of the forming step would be a strip of material having two distinct portions of U-shape and C- 
shape. No agreement reached as to any specific language that would define over the art of record.. 
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
